FELLOW CITIZENS OF THE SENATE, AND Hover OF REPRESENTATIVES!— 

At the period of your last adjournment, our State, and our country, generally, were in the en- 
joyment of almost-unequalled prosperity. ‘The planter had, for several preceding years, received 
most liberal and encouraging prices for our staple. Our merchants, and all others engaged in 
trade, had made, and were still receiving, large profits. Every department of business had floar.. 
ished, and the enterprising and industrious, of all classes, had been abundantly rewarded, Then, 
and for some time afterwards, almost universal credit and confidence prevailed. No one antici. 
pated, and no one was prepared for the overwhelming reverse, which was so speedily to follow. 
We allnow:ses, and feel, the general prostration. of credit and confidence, which has been pro- 
duced by afew shqrt months. All calculation has been baffled and disappointed, and we are 
forced torealize that the planter, who was butthe other day prosperous and happy, and the mer. 
chant who was buoyant with hope, and apparently well founded expectations of wealth and sc- 
curity, are now involved in pecuniary liabilities, from which it is impracticable, immediately, to ex- 
tricate themselvés. . igo a. i i 

It is not universally true, that to know ihe cause of a disease is alsa to comprehend the means of 
cure; yet, it may hot baywholly unprofitable, to recurto the source of our present difficulties, and 
embarrassmente.—Were it ever proper, thisis no time to indulge in any want of frankness. . There 
is no doubt, in my opinion, that the.very inception of the insupportable pressure, which now af. 
flicts us, may be found ina. redundanit circulation. Banks, and Banking capital, and Bank is. 
sues and accommòdations, had accumulated, and been extended. nara ney beyond their. former 
number and amount. In congequence, money became top abyndant ‘and too cheap, and every 
thing else rose far above its intrinsic value. Appearances of prosperity were imposing, flatterin 
and deceptive; insomuch, that many who had before been distinguished for a prudent caution, fe 


` into eeror, and the prevailing false estimate of the worth of property. The merchant Wasqnisled 


by an érroneous appreciation of the available capital gf the country, and extended his pwrchasca.

and his creditinordinately. The planter was induced, by the delusive hope of continued high 
prites for our staple, to make purchases of land and negroes at the.most'exhorbitant rates. The 
confident expectation was indulged, that, while the inctease of the manufacture, and consumption 
of that’staple, kept pace with the increase of its production, there would be no decline of prices; 
and many of those, who had most credit and enterprise, have become most deeply involved. 

. Under these discouraging circumstances, as was reasonably to be expected, many of our fel- 
low citizens began to search ont and devise expedients. " They held numerous public meetings, to 
deliberate on the evils, by which they were surrounded, and their appropriate remedies.—A very’ 
large majority of thase who met for this purpose, directed their attention to the Legislature, an 
fixed their hopes upon the assembled wisdom of the State. Whilst waiting’ for developments, arid 
pausing for the indications of public sentiment—thé power of the Executive to convene the Legis- 
lature being limited to ‘extraordinary occasions”—the run upon our banks became so universal,. 
as to farnish new evidence of the loss of public confidence; and, on the 10th of May, the Branch: 
of the State Bank at Montgomery, found it necessary to suspend the payment of specie. So soon 
as this intelligence reached the seat of government, I felt assured the pressure of our other Bank. 
ing institutions would greatly increase and that a general suspension would probably soon follow, 
Hence, I no longer doubted, ithad become my imperative duty, to call you together, with all con- 
venient despatch. Results have shown how well founded were my apprehensions. On the 12th 
ultimo, all the Banks in Mobile ceased to redeem their notes in specie; and by the 25th, inclusive, 
every Bank in the State had suspended. wim 2 

Yam not amongst the number, if there be any, who believe the country can be intmediately 
legislated out of difficulties. But, much as we feel our inability to disentangle ourselves by asin- 
gle effort, and rise, at once, above our misfortunes, there is no cause for despair. Our agricultu- 
ra] resources are not only abundant, but inexhaustible} and under the control of a people, distin- 
guished for intelligence, skill and'industry. It must, however, in the nature of things, require 
time and assiduity, to create means, and economy and prudence in their application, to extricate 
us from the pecuniary embarrassments, which now oppress, and bear us down. Time, with pa- 
tience, perseverance and discretion, will conquer all our difficulties; and, in due season, reinstate 
usin the comfortable enjoyment of a proudindependence. It has been truly said that “adversity 
teaches wisdom.” May we not derive encouragement from the reflection, that the lesson now 
taught us will inspire us with a more dispreet judgment, and prudent forecast, hereafter? 

The position which our Banks have been thus compelled to assume, presents for your consider- 
ation questions of the deepest interest to the State, The Constitution declares, “in case any Bank 
or Branch Bank shall neglect, or refuse to pay, on demand any bill, note or obligation, issued by . 
the corporation, according to the promise therein expressed, the holder of any such note, bill, or 
obligation, shall be entitled to receive and recover interest thereon, until the same shall be paid, or 
specie payments are resumed by said Bank, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum, from the 
date of such demand, unless the General Aseembly shall sanction such suspension of specie 
payments, and the General Assembly shall have power, after such neglect, or refusal, to adopt 
such measures as they may deem propèr, to protect and secure the rights of all concerned, and 
to declare the charter of such Bank forfeited.” - ee 

The first question which presents itself is, whether the Legislature should “sanction the sus- 
pension of specie payments?” The framers of the Constitution obviously ‘acted on the presump- 
tion that contingencies might happen to render a suspension justifiable, else they would never 
have confided to the General Assembly the discretionary power to sanction such a step. Upon 
the question whether such contingencies have occurred, I entertain no doubt. Similar institutions 
from oneend of the Union to the other have been compelled to pursue the same course,—Every 
new suspension increased the general panic, and confirmed and rendered more universal the pre- 
viously existing want of confidence——The alternative, distinctly presented, was to suspend, or 
submit ta be drained of every dollar of specie—some to be carried out of the Country, some to 
be hoarded up, and some to be used for the oppression of the community. It is believed the Banks 
generally are safely secured in all, or the greater portion of the debts due them, and some (it is 
hoped most) of them have sufficient specie to resume regular operations whenever the crisis shall 
have passed, and confidence‘is restored, In the meantime, it will be in their power, in cases of 
indispensable necessity, to minister to the relief of those who might otherwise be subjected to a ru- 
inous sacrifice of property. Besides, our paper currency is as sound, and éfititled to as high cred- 
it, aa that of any other State in the Union. With these views, and such information as I possess 
in regard to the management of the several Banks, I do not hesitate to recommend your sariction 
of the suspensions which have taken place, and that you adopt such regulations, as to the time, 
and manner, in which the Banks shall resume specie payments, leaving to the seyéral Boards of 
Directors such reasonable discretion, as may seem expedient. ` l 

The propriety of restraining the Banks from excessive issues of paper will also be apparent, as 
one of the regulations, indispensable to preserve the value and soundness of our currency, èk 
well as to hasten the resumption of specie payments, e ` 

The Constitution haying delegated to you the power, amongst others, “to declare the charter of 
wach Bank (suspending specie payments) forfeited,” every snch institution in the State has bë- 

e subject ta Legislative control, You can either declare the charter of any one, or more ef ' 
sen, forfeited, or you canjimpose such new regulations and restrictions, as you may think proper. 
athe exercise of this discretionary power, you will doubtlesy deem it advisable to place your- 
seles in possession, of alt the information, necesgary-toa dafe detarmination, . The power of the,

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. "Gommissionera, authorised to be appointed by the Exesmiive, to make examination of the several

` of the General Assembly?” Consequently, no report cf that description can be expected at the 


present seselon. But the several Banks have been requested to prescnt statements for your con- 
sideration, to be sustained by examinations o? gentlemen of known intelligence and respectadili- 
ty, and will no doubt pursue that eonrse. The Leg lature having this unlimited control over the 
Banks, and having been invited to assemb'e before gay procceding in the Courts could take place, 
I-houch: it unnecessary to give any notice tu the solie.tora of the Circuits, in which they are re- 
spectively situated, orto direet any movement arainst them in the nature of 2 que warrante. 

The general suspension of specie payments, at once, suzges'ed the idea of relief from the ex. 
itine pressure in a made, which bad'no: before been contemplated, and which would probably be 
more extensively efficient, than any other, heretofore suzaesxd. Tris thought thé debtors to the. 
Banks will compromise much the larger portion of there, who have sufficient property, but are 
embarrassed Leyond their present means, If the eu: pensions should receive your sanction—the 
Banks being no longer bound to redeem the-r notes ou presentment, or gabject te any penalty for 
failing to do su—there will not be the same necessity for ecercing payment from their debtors. Bo 
far as concerns the debts due to the State Bank, or its Branches, no constitutional obstacle to ita 
indulgences is presented, Persons who owe those Banks are. in fact, the debtors of the State, 
which may, of course, give Cmo at diseredon, astmeh ag individuill creditors. ‘The two Banks, 
in which there are private stockhalders, would no doubt fallinto any plan of this kind required of 
the others, but being subject to a frf ituro of their charters, if yeu think proper so to declare, 
they muy be recuired to grant like terms to their gobtew, es one of the conditions upon which 
they may be permitted to retein their Banking privileves. If this course should be adopted, none 
could reasonably expect, or ought to be ermbrated, witout furnishing most ampe security, of such 
degeription, and in such manner, as you inay in your wisdom preseribe—cither real or personal, 
ar bath. ' 

It is not presumable that our Banks can resume specie payments, with the ability to sustaiy 
themselves, before the cotton (rap of the prezent year can get to muket and be sold; and this 
cannot take place, much shert of twelve months. It has therefore cecurred to me that it might 

` be proper to authorise the Banks to continua their susronsions forthat period. The debts due ta 
them might be divided, accerding to their emunt, into fwor three annual instalments, if desired.

cant. per annum, payable semi-annually, to let 29 per cent ef the gggrerate of the principal be"

The bonds might be drawn by annual instalments on their faces, orin distinct suras payable at the 
expiration of one, two or more years. On this plan, it willbe perceived, the borrowers would be 
obliged to pay, annually, five per cent more of the principal than the States and if the State should 
be bound to pay the whole amount $e five years, the borrowers would bercquired to extinguish the 
debt to the State in one year less.

The principal of-interposing the credit of the State for individual benefit, or convenience, did 
not originate with the present exigency; though it is eo far modified as Zo loan state bonds, instead 
of selling them, and instead of lending State Bank bills. Itis substituting paper of the State ot 
a different form from that in common use, for like purposes. “The State Bank and its four Branch- 
ea are the exclusive property, and have heen almost entirely founded on the credit of the State. 


Much the larger portion of Gapital employed in them has been obtained by the sale of State bonds; ` 


Every bill issued by any of those Banks derives its value and usefulnesa from the pledged faith and 
credit of the State: consequently, every individual, wha borrows bills emitted by any of them, is 
permitted to avail himselfof the credit of the State, ta sustain his own, or pay bis debts. Without 


- the lights of experience, and feeling a just difidence in my own judgment, I have endeavored to 


present the subject fairlyf in all its bearings, and must refer to the question, of the project proposed, 
3d your more enlightened determination. 

The idea of post notes, payable at disfnce days, appears fo be justly abandoned. To issue s 
large'amount of them would, I think, inevitably give usa depreciated currency, and probably affect 


} the credit of our Banks injuriously. No measure having those tendencies can be adopted with 
' safety or propriety. 


From an intimation given in a former part of this communication, you will not be surprised” 
when I express my conviction, that an increase of Banking Capital, at present, is not a feasible 
or suitable mode of relief. It would, perhaps, be impracticable at this period of universal pres 
gure, to extend the Capital or namber of our State Baks, on the plan heretofore pursued.. ‘Fhe

I regret ta find that sonie are disposed to re-charter the Bank cf tha United States, asa remedy W" 


for existing evils. Itis dueto candor and my cwn sense of duty, to say emphatically, that, in my 
opinion, “the remedy would be worse than the disease.” I4m opposed to such a measute, and 
equally averse to the establishment of any other Bank on the same principles. The Bank of the 
United States did not prevent the commercial revulgion of 1819, it did not avert the pressure of 
1825; nor, (though it is still in operation with a slight addition to its name, with the same capital, 
and perhaps as many egencies as it had Branches,) Hasit arrested or cared the afflicting digtreszes 
of 1837. In common with the other Banks, it has been forced ta prolong its existnce by saspen- 
ding specie payments. j3 : = 
Independently of the absence of any express warrant in the constitution, for the grant of such 
a charter by Congress, I believe the tendency of such a Bank ia alike dangerous to the purity 
and stability of our institutions. We have but recently seen ifa capacity to do evil. We have 
witneseed its sudden expansions and contractions of accommodations; its intermeddling with elec- 
#ons and political affaire; its corrupting influance ayer the prese; its refusal to pay over the public 
funda, and setting the officers of tha Gayernment at definnoa; its menaces, through its friends, of 
civil war and revolution; its power to excite dismay and panic in the very midst of prosperity and. 
shake our institutions to their very foundations, Ita recharter would perpetuate its power. Shalt 
we be induced by mere pecuniary embarrassemants, which are tempory in their nature, té adopt 
= expedient we have found sa full of danger, hazard the permanency of the best governmegt ever 
ised; and jeopard the freedom of prosperity? I know it is toa natural for those who are strag- 
ting with difficulties which threaten ta averwhelm them, ‘to lav hold on any remedy which may 
to promive relief, but I trust and believe, the enlightened freemen of Alabama, will ba found: 
guarding their rights and safety with ceaseless vigilance, and repelling with inflexible firmness,

fidence in the good faith and credit of the State, as well as of her citizens, individually, must not 
only remain unimpaired, but be confirmed and augmented. I trust it will ever be the proud boast 
of Alabama, that whatever dangers may threaten, or evil overtake us, her honor and integrity.
